Trade of New South Wales.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1921, were valued at 
£10,160,119, and show a decrease of £8,575,829, or 46 per cent. 
in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
decreased by £8,581,162, and gold increased by £5,333. The total of 
all imports for the year ended 30th June, 1921, was £72,466,388, an 
increase of £27,775,789 in comparison with the previous year, 


Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1921, amounted to £10,647,102, being a decrease of 
£1,262,261, or 11 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year. Separating merchandise froin gold (bullion and 
specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by £1,512,169, and the 
gold exports increased by £249,908. For the year ended 30th June, 
1921, the totals for all exports were £51,714,035, being a decrease 
of £3,303,030, or 6 per cent. compared with the figures of the previous 
year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1921, were valued at £15,544,265. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1921, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £68,338,504, and the Interstate Imports by sea at 
Sydney were £22,649,398, the total of the two being £90,987,902. Infor- 
mation as to the value of goods imported at Sydney from other ports of New 
South Wales is not available. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenu2 Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accouats show that the net revenue for the Sep- 
tember quarter, 1921, was £7,448,023, being an increase of £835,387, 
or 12°6 per cent., as compared with September quarter, 1920. During 
the twelve months ended 30th June, 1921, the revenue was £34,031,396, 
being £5,380,900, or 19 per cent. more than the previous twelve 
months.

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The expenditure during September quarter, 1921, was £9,456,851, an 
increase of £634,239, or 7-2 per cent. as compared with September 
quarter of last year. During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1921, 
the expenditure was £34,476,892, being £4,266,879, or 14:1 per cent, 
more than in the previous twelve months. 


Increases of expenditure during the September quarter, 1921, over 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year, were—Business Under- 
takings, £550,959 ; Governmental, £420,940.

Trading Banks,—The banking returns for September quarter show a decreaso 
in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits, de- 
creased by £3,122,583 during the quarter, but were £2,689,578, or 2:5 
per cent., greater than in September quarter, 1920. 


Advances in September quarter, 1921, were £3,827,586 less than in 
June quarter, 1921, and £3,971,690, or 4 per cent. greater than in 
September quarter, 1920.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1921, was 11,607 
oz. fine, valued at £49,304, and showed an increase of 202 oz, fine, and 
£861 in value, compared with September quarter, 1920. The value of 
the gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 1920, was 
£207,746. 


Land Selections.—In the September quarter, 1921, there were 764 applica- 
tions for 480,411 acres for original holdings under the Crown Lands 
Acts; and 165,132 acres, representing 792 blocks,were set apart for 
original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. During 
the year ended 30th June, 1921, the number of applications was 2,020, 
and the area applied for 1,165,868 acres. The lands set apart for 
original holdings in the year ended 30th June, 1921, were 906,325 acres, 
representing 2,736 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food in Sydney, it appears that in September, 1921, the prices 
of meat were 22'3 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other food and 
groceries were 74'2 per cent. higher ; and the prices for the two combined 
were 60°8 per cent, higher, 


Prices of meat were 4'1 per cent. lower than in August; other food 
and groceries, 0°3 per cent. higher ; and the two combined were 0-6 per 
cent. lower. 


Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1920, when 
prices were at the maximum, meat was 41:0 per cent. cheaper; other 
food and groceries were 12°6 per cent. cheaper ; and the two combined 
were 20:1 per cent. cheaper. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the September quarter the general level of 
wholesale prices dropped by 5 per cent. Prices of meat were the main 
factor in the movement during the quarter; they fell by 5:5 per cent. 
in July, by 6 per cent. in August, and by 20 per cent. in September, 
when the index number of the group was lower than in any month 
since December, 1913, the total decrease during the three months being 
29 per cent. ‘There was a decrease in the index numbers of all other 
groups with the exception of agricultural produce and chemicals which 
showed a slight increase. -The fall in prices was greatest in the group 
wool, cotton, etc., and dairy produce; groceries, metals, and building 
materials showed very slight variation. Of the hundred commodities 
used in forming the index numbers, 40 commodities remained unchanged 
during the quarter, 25 increased and 35 became cheaper, the decrease 
being substantial in the case of meat, bran, pollard, galvanised iron, 
barbed wire, lead and galvanised hoop iron, 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolitan 
area during the nine months January to September, 1921, numbered 
4,044 as compared with 6,619 during the nine months January to 
September, 1920, 


Country Municipalities—Table No. 64 shows that during the 
nine months ended 30th September, 1921, permission was granted in 
country Municipalities to erect 2,224 new buildings of the value of 
£1,409,823 as compared with 2,908, of a value of £2,098,156 in the 
corresponding period of 1920,

Meteorology.—Tho outstanding features of the weather during July were 
two cyclonic storms over the north-east and coastal areas, both attended 
by south to east gales, with very heavy rains, which caused extensive 
damage. The rainfall was above normal over ‘the north- eastern half of 
the State, but elsewhere it was below. During August cold and bleak 
weather was experienced, with strong west to south-west gales. There 
was a heavy and extensive tall of snow on the highlands, and rain was 
general over most of the State, but it was below the average. In 
September the rains were moderately heavy, and accompanied by some 
thunderstorms and hail. The month’s rainfall generally was above the 
average. During the second half of September there were periods of 
warm weather. 


Vita! Statistics—September quarter, 1921—New South Wales——The births 
registered in September quarter numbered 14,371, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°36 per 1,000 of population ; and the “deaths, 5,736, which is 
equivalent to 10°92 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,281 marriages registered was 8:15. Compared with 
the average of the September quarter of the preceding five years, the 
marriage-rate was 7 per cent. higher, while the death-rate was 9 per 
cent., and the birth-rate 1 per cent. lower. 


Sydney and Suburbs—The births registered in September quarter 
numbered 9,825, equivalent to a rate of 25-72 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 3,017 were males and 2,808 females, The rate is 
slightly below the average of September quarter of the previous five years. 


The deaths in September quarter numbered 2,483, namely, 1,315 males 
and 1,168 females. The mortality rate of 10-96 per 1,000 of population per 
annum is 9 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the September 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 55:3 per 1,000 
births, and is 17 per cent. below the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1924.—The following particulars 
in regard to Employment and Dislocations have been taken trom reports 
of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September there were about 7,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district and about 5,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included workers in 
the engineering and arid trades, v yaterside workers, furniture 
and woodworking, engine-drivers, firemen, and carters ; in the clothing 
and boot factories there was a scarcity of women workers. 


During the September quarter, 5,988 positions for men and 2,212 for 
women were made available by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 6,754 men and 1, 846 women wore placec 
in positions ; in June quarter, 7,993 positions were made available, and 

291 persons were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the September quarter 44,295 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 137,686 working days. The dislocations were less serious 
than in the previous quarter, when 54,504 employees were involved, 
with the loss of 184,780 days. 


Increases in Wages.—The principal increases in wages during September 
quarter were as follows :—T’o stevedores (foremen), 32s. 6d. per week ; 
carters COMES 9 2s, 6d. per week; carters, wholesale butchers’, (2 
horses), 2s. €d. per week; pottery carters, 2s. per week; Darling 
Harbour (railway) carters, 1s. 4d. per day ; carpenters and joiners, 21d 
per Lour ; merble workers, 24d. to 24d. per hour.

The following estimate has been based upon reports received from Wheat-growers throughout 
the State. The total area sown was 3,684,000 acres, of which 3,233,000 acres are to be cut for grain 
and 451,000 for hay. 


As compared with the area sown in 1920, there was an increase of only 26,880 acres, or ‘74 
per cent. 


Owing to a succession of rainstorms in the late autumn and early winter over a considerable 
area of the State, ploughing operations were retarded, and reports from the various districts state 
that the area ploughed would have been greater but for the continued wet weather, which caused late 
sowings on reduced areas, The prospects for the harvest are, however, most encouraging, 


In the principal wheat-growing divisions, with the exception of the Central Western Slope and 
the Riverina, the area sown has been increased since last season. The former district showed a 
reduction of 12,000 acres and the latter of 35,000 acres. 


In 1920 wheat was grown on 17,546 holdings; in the current season 18,284 growers have 
furnished returns, an increase of over 709, or of 4°2 per cent.
